THE PROPOSED NEW AMATEUR RULES IN PLAIN 
LANGUAGE WERE PUBLISHED BY THE FCC IN DEC. 
(Docket # 80-279) 
The FCC published the proposed new rules 
in the Dec. 19th issue of the Federal 
Register. The new rules run to some 30 
pages of fine print including texts of 
the current Part 97 and the proposed new 
changes. A limited number of copies of 
this Fed. Register material are available 
from: FCC Office of Consumer Assistance, 
Room 258, 1919 M Street NW, Wash. DC 20554 
COMMENTS ARE DUE BY 19 June 1981. 


Major changes include: deleting all log 
requirements, and that the FCC can inspect 
a ham station during the "business day"or 
when the"'station is transmitting or has 
just finished transmitting." tnx -HRR

or 1x2/2x1 for Extras. NO choice of any 
specific call is available. And our own 
call region (6) is "running low" on 2x1 
call signs and probably won't be ready to 
issue new 1x2 signs until at least 1983!

ENCIES ON TWO CONTINENTS: EUROPE & N. A. 


Amateurs in both Italy and California 
pitched in to help coordinate response 

to disasters on the two continents. 

In Italy VHF links were used to send 
casualty lists and other traffic from 
the afflicted area. HF support was pro- 
vided by many stations in Canada and the 
U.S. Third party tfc to the earthquake 
zone was OKed by the Italian Govt. for 
Health & Welfare Tfc. Relief efforts are 
still being coordinated on 28,802 and 14, 
240 kHz. 


About two hundred hams in California took 
part in brush fire related operations in 
Southern CA. Almost all of the activity 
was confined to VHF circuits.
